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Celebrating suffragette mayor 


ONE of Honiton’s most famous historical fig¬ 
ures will be remembered at an exciting event 
hosted by current mayor, Councillor Caroline 
Kolek. 

Cllr Kolek will host a screening of the box office hit 
Suffragette, which dramatises the story of the votes for 
women campaign in the early 20th century. 

Juanita Maxwell Phillips, who was mayor an incredible 
11 times, took part in events depicted in the film - includ¬ 
ing a demonstration outside the House of Commons. 

Cllr Kolek and town clerk Chetna Jones will also be 
launching a special fund to restore the payoral portrait of 
Mrs Phillips ,pictured right, and it is hoped that the re¬ 
stored painting will hang in a prominent place in the Bee¬ 
hive 50 years on from her passing in 1966. 
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The wife of local solicitor Tom Phillips, a blue plaque 
on Honiton High Street claims Mrs Phillips was arrested 
several times for her suffrage activities. 

Historian Dr Julia Neville, who has written a book en¬ 
titled ‘Viva Juanita’ will also speak at the event and will 
tell the audience the story of how before becoming the 
town’s first female mayor, Mrs Phillips presided over the 
first suffragette meeting in Honiton and chaired the Ex¬ 
eter branch of the Women’s Social and Political Union 
(WSPU), a militant branch of the suffragette movement. 

In 1913 Mrs Phillips was also involved in the picketing 
of Exeter Prison when the movement’s leader Emmeline 
Pankhurst - played in the film by Meryl Streep - was 
held there. 


Upon her release, Mrs Pankhurst was accompanied by 
Juanita from Exeter train station to London where Mrs 
Pankhurst gave a speech outside the House of Commons. 

Caroline Merry de Bayer, Juanita’s great niece, will be 
travelling from Oxford to attend the event and will pro¬ 
vide a first hand account of Mrs Phillips entitled ‘Mem¬ 
ories of my great aunt Johnny, the Honiton Suffragette.’ 

Dr Neville said: “Juanita had grown up in London, 
which was probably where she 
first became interested in ‘Votes 
for Women’, a movement in which 
her elder sisters played an active 
part. 

“Like Maud (played by Carey 
Mulligan in the film Suffragette ) 
she took part in the demonstrations 
in London where Mrs Pankhurst 
and the WSPU members lobbied 
the Government to keep their elec¬ 


tion promise to bring in legislation to extend the vote to 
women. She may, as it says on the plaque on Sudbury 
Lawn, her Honiton home, have been arrested herself.” 

Dr Neville continued: “Juanita’s background was quite 
different from that of the fictional Maud. Juanita came 
from a wealthy family who’d made their fortune in South 
America and settled back in London. 

“But, as the film shows, the cause of ‘Votes for Women’ 
united women from every class - the well-off woman of 
leisure, the professional woman, and the manual worker. 

“It opened the eyes of many women to the very differ¬ 
ent lives of women in other classes. It may have been 
through meeting working class women in the Women’s 
Social and Political Union in London that Juanita chose 
to volunteer during the early years of the Lirst World War 
in the social clubs set up for girl factory workers in the 
East End. 

“It was certainly her experience of meeting women 
whose lives were so very different to her own that drove 
her to campaign in later life for better housing and fairer 
terms of employment.” 

The event takes place on Lriday, January 29th from 
6pm to 7pm in the Beehive Auditorium. The cafe bar will 
be open before the film is shown. The film starts at 
7:30pm with tickets available from the Beehive; pre 
booking is recommended.

From the editor's chair 


Closure for Genette's family? 



WITH a 50-year career behind me in journalism, 
people often ask me what is the biggest story I 
have covered. 

There are many that stick in my mind. The run¬ 
away lorry that crashed into The London in Lyme 
Regis; the French jet which crashed onto a garage 
in Crewkerne; the mysterious death of a stranger 
who garroted herself in a Lyme Regis beach hut; 
the plane packed with holidaymakers which 
crash landed at Ottery St Mary. 

The most disturbing, however, was the murder 
of Aylesbeare schoolgirl Genette Tate. 

At the time I was the editor of the Sidmouth Her¬ 
ald and was called off the cricket pitch in Uplyme 
by my boss, the late Jimmy Hall, a brilliant news¬ 
paperman, on that August afternoon in 1978. 

Her disappearance whilst delivering the Ex¬ 
press & Echo around the village dominated the 
columns of the Sidmouth Herald and other news¬ 
papers covering East Devon for several months. 

The Genette Tate case became Devon & Corn¬ 
wall’s longest unsolved crime until recently when 
the police were about to submit a case against 
convicted child killer Robert Black, but he died 
days before he was due to be charged. 


I shall never forget the daunting picture of 
Genette’s bike lying abandoned in that Devon lane 
where she was snatched in daylight. 

In a bid to give Genette’s family some peace, the 
Devon & Cornwall Constabulary will still submit 
their file on Black to the Crown Prosecution Serv- 


• THE mural has gone up on the old Webster’s 
Garage site in Axminster as the people of Axmin- 
ster wait patiently for the former town centre eye¬ 
sore to open as a temporary car park.

I had an interesting discussion about Webster’s 
with one of the town’s leading lights who said 
there was growing support for an idea that 
Axminster’s Thursday street market should be 
transferred to the former garage site combined 
with a farmer’s market.

I’m not sure how Lord of The Manor Jim Rowe, 
who owns the market rights, would view such a 
radical suggestion. I have to say, I don’t think it’s 
likely to happen.

Council approves 


town hall deal 


SEATON Town Council has unanimously and for¬ 
mally approved the town hall deal brokered just 
before Christmas. 

The extraordinary meeting of the town council 
on January 11th had to be moved downstairs to 
the main hall because the room upstairs could 
not cope with the number of people present. 

About 50 people attended what proved to be a 
brief and controversy free meeting. 

Just before Christmas, East Devon District 
Council, Seaton Town Council, Seaton's Voice and 
Seaton Museum reached an agreement in princi¬ 
ple to secure a long-term future for the venue as 
a public building, beneficial to the local commu¬ 
nity. 

The agreement was based on the transfer of the 
freehold interest of Seaton Town Hall from East 
Devon District Council to Seaton Town Council, 
without charge. 

Seaton Town Council will concurrently agree a 
long lease on the town hall to Seaton's Voice, ex¬ 
cluding the current area occupied by the mu¬ 
seum. 

This will secure the future of The Gateway en¬ 
tertainment venue and the use of the hall by 


community groups. 

Town councillors agreed unanimously to pass a 
five-point motion which will get it all rolling. 

Councillor Martin Shaw said: "I support the res¬ 
olution, it is important that the town council and 
Seaton's Voice can work in partnership." 

The deal will see the town council relocate to 
Marshlands, which it recently bought from Devon 
County Council.

Parachutist died after being 
knocked out during jump 


AN inquest into the death of a 61-year-old man has 
heard that he was killed after his parachute opened 
too quickly and knocked him unconscious. 

Chris Jones died at Dunkeswell Aerodrome, near 
Honiton, of multiple injuries after hitting the 
ground on a jump from 6,000ft. 

The Coroner Dr Elizabeth Erland passed a narra¬ 
tive verdict. 

She said “the fast hard opening of the parachute 
was due to the manner of its packing” and con¬ 
cluded Mr Jones’ death was “instantaneous”. 

Mr Jones had packed the parachute himself. 

She also said she hoped this case would highlight 
the dangers of the sport and encourage those taking 
part to be aware of the proper packing of para¬ 
chutes. 

Mr Jones had made 1,021 parachute jumps since 
1987, the inquest in Exeter heard. 

A report by the British Parachute Association 
(BPA) found no fault with the equipment. 

Jeffrey Montgomery, BPA safety and technical 
officer, said: “If he had been conscious he could 
have released the right toggle which was causing 
the problem.” 

Mr Montgomery said Mr Jones had experienced 
“an almost instantaneous opening of his para¬ 
chute”, which could have caused him to fall un¬ 
conscious. He said parachutes should normally 
take between four and five seconds to fully open. 

Joseph Graves, who was the drop zone controller 
at the airfield, told the hearing he saw Mr Jones 
freefall for 19 seconds before his parachute 
opened. 

He said it soon began to spiral and “it continued 
to spiral but Chris did not seem to make any 
move”. 

Mr Montgomery said such “hard” openings could 
be caused by untidy packing of a parachute and 
could “take your breath away”. 

Another witness Andrew Shaw told the court that

Mr Jones’ parachute had been repaired after a pre¬ 
vious hard opening in April last year. 

He had also been advised to look at the way he 
packed his parachute but it had been marked as 
serviceable less than a week before his death, the 
inquest heard. 

A post-mortem examination found Mr Jones suf¬ 
fered with moderately severe coronary problems 
but the pathologist could not be sure they had 
caused him to lose consciousness during the de¬ 
scent. 

Mr Jones, from Pontyclun, Rhondda Cynon Taff 
in South Wales, was head of Chemistry at Welling¬ 
ton School, in Somerset. 


Jo finishes top five in the 
world in accounting exams 


A FORMER Honiton school 
student is on top of the world 
after her final accountancy 
exam results saw her finish with 
a result ranked in the top five 
globally. 

Figures from the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants in Eng¬ 
land and Wales (ICAEW) show 
that Jo Davey, 24, came fourth 
out of 3,800 students worldwide 
who took the globally-recog¬ 
nised exams.

‘make improvements’ 


ENGLAND'S Chief Inspector of 
Hospitals has told Devon Partner¬ 
ship NHS Trust that it must make 
improvements to some services 
following an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission. 

Overall, the trust has been rated 
as Requires Improvement for pro¬ 
viding safe and effective services, 
and rated Good for being caring, 
responsive and well led. 

Inspectors found that Devon 
Partnership Trust had made sig¬ 
nificant and positive changes 
since its last comprehensive in¬ 
spection by CQC in 2014 with the 
trust board having a clear strat¬ 
egy for improvement. 

A team of CQC inspectors, spe¬ 
cialist advisors and experts by 
experience visited hospitals and 
community services provided by 


Devon Partnership NHS Trust 
during July and August 2015. 

They assessed the services pro¬ 
vided in all mental health wards 
for adults of working age, for older 
adults and for people with learn¬ 
ing disability, long stay rehabilita¬ 
tion wards and forensic secure 
services.

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Gallery awaits funding 
for community garden 


AMBITIOUS plans have been unveiled by the 
Thelma Hulbert Gallery (THG) to create a ‘pocket 
park’ community garden. 

The designs envisage a community garden with 
local wildflowers and fruit trees, and interactive 
areas for families, with bug hotels, live willow arch¬ 
ways and edible plants. 

The new-look garden will also feature raised veg¬ 
etable beds for green-fingered groups and ‘peaceful 
seating spaces’ for visitors to enjoy the space. 

THG is aiming to incorporate its heritage into the 
design and plan to ‘revive’ aspects of the original 
Georgian garden design, using recently discovered 
garden plans for Elmfield House, where THG is 
based. 

Emma Molony, project coordinator, said: “The 
project is entirely externally funded through dona¬ 
tions from wildlife, environmental, arts and local 
trusts. The local charitable trusts include The 
Mullins Trust, The Battishorne Trust, The North¬ 
brook Trust, as well as grants from AONB East 
Devon, The Edward Cook Trust and Devon County

Council’s locality budget.” 

Emma continued: “In total, we have raised 
£15,800. We are also waiting to hear in February 
about two grant applications - one to a charity called 
Grow Wild (supported by lottery funding and led by 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew to inspire communities 
to transform local spaces with native wild flowers) 
and one to Pocket Parks, a government initiative to 
develop green spaces in urban areas. This would be 
for a further total of £16,620. As well as landscaping 
and planting, some of the funding is to deliver com¬ 
munity workshops in the garden and run educational 
activities outside.” 

THG will be working with artists to create site-spe¬ 
cific work in the garden with groups as well as East 
Devon District Council’s education rangers, who will 
run nature trails and activities. 

The garden has been designed by artist Anna 
Wardrop. Her portfolio includes gardens 
for Shoreditch House and River Cafe in 
London, as well as other UK wildlife gar¬ 
dens. 

Emma added: “We welcome the local 
community to get involved either as a vol¬ 
unteer or as a local business interested in 
sponsoring seating, flowerbeds, lighting 
and more. We’ll be continuing our 
fundraising efforts this year as we’d still 
like to install a child-safe pond, lots of in¬ 
novative seating, more interactive live 
plant structures for children, night-time 
garden lighting and sensory pathways for 
visitors with little or no sight.” 

Plans will get underway in February.

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Proposal to spend £5,000 on survey of Chard 
School as part of town’s regeneration scheme 


AN historic building in Chard looks set to undergo 
a £5,000 condition survey. 

South Somerset District Council’s (SSDC) Area 
West Committee has been recommended to ap¬ 
prove a proposal to spend £5,000 on a survey of 
the Chard School building. 

The committee will meet on Wednesday, January 
20th and a report for members said: “Chard has a 
number of important buildings that sit within the 
historic town centre including Godworthy House 
(Chard Museum), 7-13 Fore Street (containing 
no.9 which includes the Courthouse), Chard 
School and Holyrood Lacemill. 

“Chard Regeneration Scheme (CRS) Project 
Board recognises the important role played by 
Chard’s town centre heritage buildings. All of them 
contribute to the life of Chard, but they all have 
problems which threaten their viability. 

“They all cost ‘too much’ to run and maintain, 
because they do not generate enough income and 
the return on any investment is seen as poor. 

“The CRS project board sees the development of 
more successful offers of public access and inter¬ 
pretation that generate a better, viable return 
through both income and footfall as vital to the 
successful regeneration of Chard and its town cen¬ 
tre. 

“The Area West Development Team continues to 
work on a set of proposals to address these com¬ 
plex issues and relationships. 

“As these emerge, we will be bringing them for 
discussion and agreement on funding to the Area 
West Committee in the first instance and provide 
updates to the CRS Board.” 

The Chard school building is first in line, and the

report added: “Built in 1583 for a wealthy local 
merchant, John Symes, the house was donated to 
the town of Chard as a Grammar School by his 
successors in 1671, and there has been a school on 
the site continuously ever since. 

“It remained the town’s grammar school until 
1890, when it became a public boarding school. In 


1972 the present school was established, as an in¬ 
dependent co-educational preparatory school. 

“For many years, in an effort to contain costs, 
there has been low or no maintenance of some of 
the external and internal fabric of the school build¬ 
ings. 

“In summer 2015, having saved the school from 
closure and addressed day to day maintenance is¬ 
sues, the governors turned their attention to the 
long term upkeep and, in places, restoration of the 


school buildings and sought advice from SSDC’s 
Conservation Team on the work needed and po¬ 
tential sources of funding to help them carry it 
out.” 

It is the opinion of SSDC officers that it would 
be both sensible and prudent if SSDC paid £5,000 
towards the costs of the necessary condition sur¬ 
vey and retained ownership of the contents whilst 
sharing these freely with Chard School to assist 
the efforts to attract grant funding.

Seaton artists turn upside-down 


ACRYLIC painter Colin Brown 
brought a photograph along to 
Seaton and District Art Society 
on Monday, January 4th, to help 
demonstrate his unusual tech¬ 
nique. 

He always begins upside- 
down so that the picture con¬ 
tent will not distract him from 
its shape, form and tone. 

With his harbourside scene 
placed upside-down beside his 
bright orange painting board, he 
mapped out shapes and pat¬ 
terns with a very big brush 
dipped in black acrylic paint and 
washing up liquid. Colin used a 
board that he had previously 
covered with orange coloured 
gesso, as he prefers a rigid sur¬ 
face to work on, and a bright 
background that will show 
through his brushwork. 

Once the whole scene was 
mapped out, he turned board 
and photograph the right way 
up and began to mark in darker 
and lighter areas and contrast¬ 
ing colours. He didn't wash his 
brush between colours, just 



added more colour and the 
washing up liquid for lubrica¬ 
tion. 

“Don't worry about getting 
colours right yet”, said Colin. 
"You can adjust that later. Tone 
is more important than colour, 
and use a big brush to block in 
shapes. There is no point put¬ 
ting in detail at this stage. “ 

He pointed out that if lovely 
details were added too soon in 
the wrong place, we would be 


very reluctant to scrub them out 
and move them. Details should 
only be added towards the end, 
using a smaller brush. The main 
thing is not to panic. Members 
couldn't wait to rush home after 
the meeting and turn their can¬ 
vases upside down.

January. If Honiton wishes to be taken seriously as 
a forward thinking Retail market town then in my 
opinion some traders need a wake up call, 

Before Christmas I also noticed a sign on the door 
of an independent trader in the town advertising a 
shopping coach trip to Bristol Cribbs Causeway, 
rather ironic. 

With Exeter, Plymouth, Taunton and Bristol all 
within reach to a lot of Honiton residents then the 


business in line with the few multiples we have in 
town. 

The lacklustre approach to Sunday trading in 
Honiton is another example of a rather complacent 
and unambitious mindset from a number of our 
shops. If the shops are open, then people will come 
and use them.

THE REALITY: An active, busy 
and expanding town struggling 
under the increasing pressure of the 
stranglehold of the A358 through 
traffic. Neither of the above visions 
are likely to happen until that traffic 
is removed from the town. 

DREAM 3: The Ax min ster sec¬ 


tion of the A358 rerouted to gently 
follow a low level contour on the 
Honition side of the Axe valley 
from just north of the railway 
bridge to join the A35 at the bot¬ 
tom of Gammons Hill. It would be 
clear of the town yet allow easy ac¬ 
cess to it; it would be relatively 
fuel- and hence carbon-efficient; it 
would be no more obtrusive than 
the A396 where it meanders down 
the beautiful Exe valley; and it 
would release that stranglehold on 
the town allowing DREAMS 1 & 
2 to be realised. 

RESOLUTION: The Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan could be an excellent 
tool to help formulate DREAMS 1 
& 2. But the new arterial road 
would be primarily for the traveller 
who only wants to avoid the town. 
It therefore is a county/national re¬ 
sponsibility so it has no real place 
in the Plan. Nevertheless, the Plan 
could make it clear that the re¬ 


moval of the A358 through traffic 
is a prerequisite of any sensible 
and practical development plan¬ 
ning of the town. 

By the same token, funding of the 
new road would be primarily a 
county/national responsibility 
helped, maybe, by some local de¬ 
velopment funding as the town 
would also benefit. Therefore the 
Neighbourhood Plan could also 
make it clear that the developer 
funding should primarily be used 
for associated town infrastructure 
development - but not for funding 
an arterial road as currently as¬ 
sumed in the EDDC Local Plan. 
The latter would a) subject the road 
to the uncertainties and vagaries of 
large scale property development 
and b), even if eventually com¬ 
pleted, would still leave the town 
with a traffic problem.

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Inheritance Claims on the Rise? 

There appears to have been in recent years a steady increase in claims under the Inheritance (Provision for 
Family and Dependants) Act 1975. This might in part be attributed to the fragmentation of families but also 
to the dramatic increase in property prices over the last few years. 

The matter was recently brought to public attention in the case of Hot v Mitson. In this case the deceased left the 
majority of her net estate to three charities having made no provision whatsoever for her adult daughter from whom she 
had been estranged for some 30 years. The deceased had been clear in her wishes to disinherit her daughter and had 
left a letter to her Executors to re-enforce her intention. 

Nevertheless the daughter succeeded on appeal and was awarded £164,000 from the deceased's estate. 

Whilst it is of course clear that a parent is under no obligation to leave anything to children under the terms of their Will, 
it is open for children to bring a claim under the provisions of the 1975 Act on grounds that the deceased failed to make 
reasonable provision for them. 

The right extends not just to children but also to surviving wife/husband, co-habitees, stepchildren or anyone having been 
maintained by the deceased. 

In determining such a claim, the Court will have regard to factors such as the respective resources of the claimant as well 
as the Will beneficiaries, the size and nature of the estate of the deceased and any other matter including conduct which 
the Court may regard as relevant. 

Whilst therefore it is always advisable to have a Will to distribute your estate as you so wish there is the possibility that 
your wishes may ultimately be overridden as happened in the Ilot case.

WHAT LANDMARK 
achievements did 
you pull off by the 
age of 12?

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Electric cars achieve five years’ growth in a single year 


PLUG-IN vehicle registrations reached a 
record high in 2015 as 28,188 new ultra 
low emission vehicles (ULEVs) arrived 
on UK roads - more than the past five 
years' totals rolled into one. The switch 
to electric power marked a 94% annual 
rise compared to the previous year - 
while the popularity of plug-in vehicles 
shows no sign of slowing with an even 
greater selection of ULEVs due to be 
launched in 2016. 

Analysis by government and motor- 
industry-backed Go Ultra Low reveals 
that ULEV registrations for 2015 eclipse 
the 21,486 total of plug-in vehicles sold 
between 2010 and 2014. Plug-in power 
is becoming a mainstream option for 
drivers alongside petrol and diesel pow¬ 
ered cars as more plug-in vehicles make 
up the 2.6m new cars registered in 2015. 

Fuelling the demand is a greater choice 
of models, with 30 pure electric or plug¬ 
in hybrid cars now available in the UK, 
ranging from high-performance sports 
cars to capable family run-arounds, and 
more are on the way in 2016. Last year, 
the plug-in hybrid vehicles proved most 
popular among motorists, with 18,254 
registrations, a 137% increase on 2014. 
Fully electric vehicle sales increased 
48%, recording 9,934 registrations. 

Transport Minister Andrew Jones MP 
said, "The UK has one of the fastest 


growing ultra-low emission vehicle mar¬ 
kets in the world and these record figures 
show more and more people across the 
country are enjoying the benefits of this 
cheap-to-run and green technology. 

"British drivers have a wider choice of 
vehicles than ever before and we have 
increased our support for plug-in vehi¬ 
cles to £600 million over the next five 
years to cut emissions, create jobs and 
support our cutting-edge industries.” 

Head of Go Ultra Low, Poppy Welch, 
said, “This sustained level of growth 
represents how plug-in vehicles are 
becoming the norm for drivers who 
want to buy a fun, economical, stylish 
new car. Now, instead of facing high 
running costs, motorists can reap the 
rewards of an economical ultra low 
emission vehicle, which can save the 
typical car owner hundreds of pounds 
every year. With this growth showing no 
signs of stopping, it’s proof that electric 
car ownership is the new normal. Now, 
it’s not a question of will motorists 
choose electric, but when.” 

Local trends 

With 9,186 ULEVs registered, the 
South East of England proved to be the 
region that saw the most new electric 
cars, each enjoying assistance from 
Government’s Plug-in Car Grant (PiCG). 
The next biggest regions taking advan¬ 


tage of the contributory funding were 
the South West ranked second (4,420) 
and the West Midlands third (3,371). 

Every region of the United Kingdom 
recorded improved year-on-year regis¬ 
trations for plug-in hybrid cars, while al¬ 
most all areas of the country experienced 
growth in pure electric car registrations. 

Plug-in bestsellers 

As registrations of all fully electric and 
plug-in hybrid electric vehicles continue 
to soar, uptake of particular makes and 
model of ULEV has also increased 
among drivers who have made the 
switch to electric power. The top three 
bestselling EVs make up just over a third 
of all plug-in sales, demonstrating how 
there is a plug-in vehicle for every occa¬ 
sion. From sports cars to family-orien¬ 
tated SUVs, there are 27 other plug-in 
cars for drivers to choose from. 

The Mitsubishi Outlander PHEV rules 
registrations for the second year run¬ 
ning, 118% up on the previous year's fig¬ 
ures. The top three is intact without 
change as the Nissan LEAF ranks second 
with a 29% hike in uptake while the BMW 
i3 continues to enjoy popularity among 
motorists, coming third once more with 
registrations 59% up year-on-year. 

Future market 

Government anticipates that 5% of 
new car registrations (around 100,000 


units) will be ultra low emission by 
2020 - an expectation that ap¬ 
pears on track in light of recent 
growth. As more motorists look to 
manage running costs, a money¬ 
saving end goal could be providing 
the momentum for the surge in 
electric vehicle popularity. 

Electric cars can be driven for as 
little as 2p per mile, compared with 
10-12p for a conventionally powered 
car. Furthering their appeal, the va¬ 
riety of city, family, SUV and sports 
cars provides the practicality mo¬ 


torists crave, while some boast hy¬ 
brid range of up to 700 miles.

High-quality materials define the interior 
style. They include open-pore woods, 
wood in a yachting look with flowing lines 
as a contemporary interpretation of inlaid 
wood and a novel metal fabric. The use of 
authentic materials is continued in the 
leather-covered doors and the beltline for 
selected lines. Another Mercedes hallmark 
clearly in evidence is the high-quality look 
and feel created through meticulous atten¬ 
tion to detail and craftsmanship.
